To  see  if  the  Town  of  Merrimac  will  raise  and  appopriate  a  sum  of  money 
to  provide  OSHA  mandated  hepatitis  vaccinations  for  members  of  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Merrimac  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
at  its  discretion  to  transfer  the  title  to  a  certain  parcel  of  town  owned  land  to  a  non-profit 
committee  within  the  Fire  Department;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 
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ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  6.3.3  (Earth  Removal)  of 
the  Zoning  Bylaws  by  adding  the  words  Agricultural-Residential  making  the  paragraph 
read  as  follows:  The  excavation  of  these  materials  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be  permitted 
in  any  district  except  Agricultural-Residential,  Suburban-Residential  and  Residential  areas 
in  which  areas  it  shall  be  prohibited.  Only  by  the  granting  of  a  temporary  special  permit 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals  as  provided  in  section  7  of  this  by-law  and  in  all  cases  subject 
to  the  following  regulations;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available 
funds  a  sum  of  money  for  a  Town  Audit;  or  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

of  the 

BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1992 
To  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

The  most  absorbing  issues  of  the  past  year  have  centered  around  the  town’s 
finances.  Careful  management,  cooperation,  and  mutual  support  have  allowed  the 
town  to  complete  another  year  with  basic  services  intact  but  with  little  prospect 
of  restoring  what  has  been  lost  in  the  recent  past.  Again,  the  problem  is  fairly 
simple  to  understand.  State  aid  was  substantially  decreased  two  years  ago  and 
there  is  no  indication  of  restoration.  The  constraints  of  Proposition  2  1/2  allow 
for  only  a  small  addition  each  year  to  our  revenue  base.  Dramatic  increased  costs 
for  such  items  as  equipment,  supplies,  and  services  far  exceed  this  limited  growth 
factor.  In  short,  the  demands  on  our  budget  surpass  our  ability  to  pay.  Reductions 
in  basic  services  can  go  only  so  far.  More  and  more,  the  only  avenue  of  relief 
for  large  and  unusual  expenses  lies  is  the  unpopular  alternative  of  voter  overrides. 

Starting  in  February,  under  the  leadership  of  Selectman  Seymour,  monthly 
Financial  Team  meetings  were  held  to  help  shape  the  1993  budget.  Each  town 
department  and  board  was  asked  to  send  a  delegate  to  these  hour-long  meetings. 
In  a  friendly  atmosphere  of  give-and-take,  the  town’s  total  financial  picture  was 
laid  out.  Information,  costs,  solutions,  problems,  and  mutual  concerns  were  aired. 
In  this  manner,  each  department  had  a  chance  to  explain  their  situation.  Although 
everyone  would  not  have  their  requests  met,  they  would  at  least  understand  the 
reasons  why  other  areas  had  priority. 

There  was  an  admirable  level  of  cooperation  between  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Finance  Committee,  and  the  School  Committee.  At  one  point  in  the  financial 
process,  the  members  of  the  Boards  of  Selectmen  for  the  three  Pentucket  towns, 
along  with  their  finance  committees,  approached  the  Pentucket  Regional  School 
Committee  with  a  request  for  a  reduction  in  their  annual  assessment.  In  a  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation,  the  Pentucket  School  Committee  obliged  by  taking  money 
from  their  E&D  account  to  help  reduce  each  town’s  assessment. 

Cooperation  and  financial  planning  resulted  in  a  harmonius  annual  town 
meeting.  Modest  adjustments  were  made  to  the  budget  at  the  first  session  on  May 
4,  and  an  acceptable  budget  was  passed,  without  much  controversy,  at  the  continued 
meeting  on  June  15th.  Town  employees  were  voted  a  much  deserved  5%  pay  increase 
after  patiently  going  without  for  the  past  three  years.  There  was  no  need  for  a 
special  town  meeting  later  to  make  further  reductions.  Most  of  the  credit  for  our 
general  budgetary  success  belongs  to  our  hard  working  and  conscientious  Finance 
Committee. 

The  school  budgets  were  impacted  by  a  variety  of  financial  factors.  At  the 
annual  election  in  May,  a  debt  exclusion  of  $88,000  for  Merrimac’s  share  of  the 
Pentucket  debt  was  passed.  This  was  important,  for  without  the  exclusion,  the 
$88,000  would  have  been  taken  from  elsewhere  in  the  budget.  Another  debt 
exclusion,  $97,000  for  staff  and  programs  in  our  elementary  schools,  was  narrowly 
defeated.  Fortunately,  our  legislators,  Senator  James  Jajuga  and  Representative 
Thomas  Palumbo,  were  able  to  secure  for  the  Merrimac  schools  a  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $86,000  which  helped  tremendously.  Furthermore,  in  August,  the  local 
schools  were  awarded  $100  per  pupil  as  a  result  of  the  legislature’s  first  attempt 
at  school  reform.  This  gave  the  schools  an  additional  $54,000  to  assist  in  restoration 
of  many  items  that  had  been  cut.  The  Save  Our  Schools  Committee,  formed  last 
year  to  keep  the  Sweetsir  School  open,  again  made  valuable  monetary  contributions 
to  enhance  the  school  program  in  1992. 
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During  the  year,  the  welcome  news  arrived  that  the  town’s  building  project 
for  the  Donaghue  School  had  been  accepted  for  funding  by  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Bureau.  The  project  committee  anticipates  ground  breaking  before  June 
1st  of  1993.  Tax  payers  will  be  gratified  to  learn  that  the  $376,000  spent  a  few 
years  ago  for  architectural  plans  will  now  be  put  to  good  use  and  is  eligible  for 
the  76%  reimbursement  from  the  state  as  part  of  this  project. 

Another  school  related  issue  is  the  proposal  to  regionalize  the  elementary 
schools  within  the  Pentucket  district.  Initiated  by  the  Pentucket  Regional  School 
Committee,  eventually,  a  tri-town  task  force  of  finance  committee  members, 
selectmen,  school  committee  members  and  the  public  at  large  was  created  to  work 
on  this  project.  They  met  more  than  a  dozen  times,  for  long  hours,  to  work  out 
an  agreement  which  was  acceptable  to  most  participants.  A  vote  on  the  proposed 
agreement  will  be  taken  at  the  1993  annual  town  meeting  of  each  member  town. 

Full  regionalization  of  our  schools,  especially  at  this  critical  juncture  of  our 
town  and  state  finances,  is  a  complex  and  dynamic  issue.  We  all  want  the  very 
best  schooling  possible  for  Merrimac  children.  As  a  Board  of  Selectmen,  we 
acquisce  to  the  School  Committee  and  the  educational  leaders  as  to  the  pedagogical 
advantages  of  full  regionalization.  We  are  concerned,  however,  with  the  impact 
such  a  proposal  will  have  on  our  greater  town  finances.  Questions  about  incentive 
money,  school  reform  legislation,  school  choice  monies,  legalities  within  the 
agreement,  and  a  half-dozen  other  vital  issues  must  be  carefully  weighed  before 
a  decision  is  made.  Hopefully,  more  of  the  missing  information  will  be  available 
by  the  time  of  town  meeting. 

In  response  to  concerns  raised  at  the  annual  town  meeting  regarding  escalating 
insurance  costs,  a  committe  was  created  to  investigate  cost  saving  alternatives. 
Chaired  by  Selectman  James  G.  Seymour,  the  committee  members  included  William 
Bannister,  Ellen  Evans,  Warren  Graff  and  Harriett  Stanley.  Health  insurance  was 
the  primary  focus  but  all  areas  of  insurance  were  carefully  examined.  The  results 
of  their  work  have  been  a  dramatic  cost  savings  to  the  town.  Based  upon  their 
well-informed  recommendations,  the  Selectmen  voted  in  June  to  change  both 
property  and  liability  coverage  over  to  the  Massachusetts  Interlocal  Insurance 
Agency.  In  October,  after  lengthy  orientation  sessions,  the  town  changed  its  health 
insurance  to  another  MILA  group  which  affords  a  three-option  package.  Town 
employees  still  have  the  security  of  health  insurance  with  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield 
but  with  reduced  premium  costs  to  the  employees  and  the  town. 

Regretfully,  our  first  full  year  of  quarterly  tax  bills  was  not  the  success  it 
could  have  been.  Several  factors  contributed  to  a  substantial  delay  by  the  assessors 
in  setting  the  tax  rate  and  mailing  the  last  quarter  bills:  town-wide  revaluation, 
a  new  and  complex  computer  system  and  the  first  experience  with  quarterly  bills. 
The  last  quarter  tax  bills  which  should  have  been  mailed  on  April  1st  and  due 
on  May  1st  were  not  mailed  until  September  29th  and  due  on  October  29th. 
Unfortunately,  the  state  law  governing  quarterly  bills  places  collection  restrictions 
in  the  next  year  for  not  having  set  the  tax  rate  on  time  in  the  prior  year.  Consequently, 
extra  money  was  added  to  the  budget  at  town  meeting  to  allow  for  borrowing  in 
anticipation  of  this  late  tax  revenue.  With  careful  borrowing,  our  Treasurer  has 
been  able  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  the  amount  appropraited  for  this  purpose. 

In  May,  after  the  annual  election,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  reorganized  with 
Jeffrey  W.  Hoyt  as  Chairman  and  James  G.  Seymour,  again,  as  Clerk.  Walter  W. 
Steeves  continued  on  as  the  Selectmen’s  delegate  to  the  School  Building  Committee 
for  the  Donaghue  project.  He  also  agreed  to  be  the  Board’s  liaison  for  labor  union 
relations.  Selectman  Seymour  served  as  our  voting  delegate  to  the  Pentucket 
Regionalization  Committee.  Selectman  Hoyt  served  during  the  year  as  the  town’s 
delegate  to  the  Essex  County  Advisory  Board  which  meets  in  Salem  on  an  almost 
monthly  basis. 
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Operation,  management,  and  the  life  expectancy  of  the  town’s  landfill,  on 
Battis  Road,  came  under  more  scrutiny  this  year.  The  previous  three-year  contract 
for  operation  of  the  landfill  expired  in  June.  The  present  three-year  contract  was 
awarded,  in  August,  to  the  lowest  bidder,  T.J.  Battye  Trucking  of  Methuen.  Plans 
were  formulated  for  internal  improvements  at  the  facility  which  would  have  made 
dropoff  easier,  compacted  refuse,  and  extended  the  capacity  of  the  landfill.  However, 
the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of  a  law  passed  by  the  legislature  in  1992  which 
would  require  all  unlined  landfills  closed  by  1994  demands  careful  consideration. 
If  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  forces  compliance  and  there  is 
no  legislative  relief  in  the  form  of  extra  time  or  money,  the  town  may  be  facing 
a  capital  expense  for  closure  and  capping  of  major  proportions.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  are  carefully  monitoring  this  complex  issue. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  Recycling  Committee  has  made  excellent 
progress  this  year.  At  town  meeting,  our  by-laws  relative  to  recycling  (banned  goods 
at  the  landfill  and  fines  for  offenses)  were  updated  and  strengthened.  The  committee 
applied  for  and  received  two  new  roll-off  containers  through  a  state  grant  which 
has  helped  greatly  in  the  collection  and  management  of  materials.  A  division  of 
the  Harbor  Schools  has  volunteered  their  labor  in  constructing  a  utility  shed  for 
the  Recycling  Committee.  At  the  beginning  of  1993,  the  committee  will  move  its 
work  site  from  the  cramped  space  at  the  landfill  to  more  suitable  quarters  behind 
the  salt  shed  on  Mill  Street.  We  also  wish  to  compliment  Gordon  Rines  and  the 
Highway  Department  for  their  help  in  preparing  the  new  site. 

Merrimac  joined  with  Amesbury  in  1992  to  apply  for  another  Small  Cities 
Grant  for  the  rehabilitation  of  low  income  housing.  Notice  of  acceptance  was 
received  in  the  fall.  Merrimac’s  portion  of  the  grant,  which  will  be  administered 
through  Amesbury’s  office,  was  $206,250  which  will  allow  for  work  on 
approximately  fifteen  units.  This  second  round  of  the  grant  system  should  be 
completed  by  January  of  1994. 

In  June,  Arthur  Deuplisea  resigned  as  Building  Inspector  after  years  of  service 
to  the  town.  Carl  Olson  and  Richard  Powers  served  as  acting  inspectors  while 
the  position  was  advertised  and  interviews  were  held.  We  wish  to  thank  these 
two  gentlemen  for  stepping  in  quickly  and  giving  the  town  the  benefit  of  their 
many  years  of  experience  in  the  building  trades.  The  position  was  awarded  to  Robert 
S.  Sinibaldi  who  has  very  agreeably  and  capably  filled  the  duties  of  the  office 
since  August. 

At  Lake  Attitash,  this  summer,  there  was  a  potentially  serious  accident 
involving  a  resident  swimmer  and  an  out-of-town  jet  skier.  Merrimac  is  apparently 
one  of  the  few  towns  in  the  area  without  a  by-law  prohibiting  the  use  of  jet  skis. 
Consequesntly,  we  seem  to  carry  an  over  abundance  of  such  users  at  the  state 
boat  ramp  at  Lake  Attitash.  In  cooperation  with  Amesbury,  the  Merrimac  Board 
of  Selectmen  have  included  on  the  warrant  for  the  1993  town  meeting  a  by-law 
to  restrict  such  use.  We  highly  recommend  its  adoption  to  avoid  serious  future 
accidents  and  liability  to  the  town. 

During  the  year,  the  siren  poles  for  Seabrook  nuclear  power  station  were 
installed  and  the  warning  system  was  completed.  On  December  16,  1992  a  test 
of  the  Emergency  Evacuation  Notification  System  was  successfully  conducted. 
State  and  federal  authorities  were  duly  impressed  with  the  efficiency  and 
professionalism  our  local  Police  and  Fire  Departments  during  this  exercise.  By 
the  end  of  December,  the  transition  was  finalized  so  that  emergency  preparedness 
responsibilities  were  relieved  from  Seabrook  and  are  now  shared  by  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  six  local  communities  within  the  ten  mile  radius.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  with  to  thank  Jack  Bateman,  our  Emergency  Management 
Director,  for  his  dedication  and  hard  work  on  this  project. 
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The  town  completed  its  self-evaluation,  this  year,  under  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act.  In  the  summer,  the  access  ramp  on  the  south  side  of  Town  Hall 
was  completely  replaced  and  brought  up  to  the  standards  of  the  new  law.  The 
Historical  Commission  was  consulted  to  help  design  a  structure  which  is  in  character 
with  our  1876  building.  The  results  have  met  with  the  approval  of  a  large  number 
of  residents.  A  public  hearing  was  conducted  on  December  29,  1992  and  plans 
were  discussed  for  curb  cuts,  parking  spaces,  and  other  tasks  to  be  completed 
during  the  coming  year. 

Again,  this  year,  we  wish  to  give  special  recognition  to  several  groups.  The 
Santa  Parade  Committee  is  to  be  commended  for  another  outstanding  parade  in 
December.  So,  too,  their  fund  raising  spring  musical,  “A  Little  Bit  of  Broadway”, 
under  the  direction  of  Leo  Joubert,  was  a  smashing  success.  The  Old  Home  Days 
Committee  provided  another  summer  weekend  of  excellent  family-oriented 
activities.  We  appreciate  all  of  the  planning  and  hard  work  that  goes  into  these 
annual  events.  They  have  become  a  very  welcome  tradition  which  adds  to  the 
pride  of  being  a  Merrimac  resident.  Well  done! 

Finally,  we  would  like  to  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  all  elected  and 
appointed  town  officers,  boards,  and  committees  for  another  year  of  good  service 
to  your  community.  Our  challenge  this  year,  and  for  the  past  several  years,  has 
been  to  “DO  MORE  WITH  LESS”  and  you  have  met  that  challenge  admirably.

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1992  REPORT  OF  THE  MERRIMAC  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


1992  brought  many  changes  and  challenges  to  our  Department,  with  the  budget 
constraints  on  one  side  and  the  State  and  Federal  Governments  wanting  changes  that  will 
cost  our  Department  thousands  of  dollars.  The  Federal  Government  wants  all  First  Responders 
to  be  given  Hepatitis  Shots  at  a  cost  of  $5,000.00,  and  protective  clothing  for  the  Ambulance 
Attendants,  also  we  must  provide  showers,  and  a  washer  &  dryer  to  clean  their  clothing 
due  to  Blood  Pathogens.  However  they  fail  to  send  the  money  to  enact  these  changes. 

The  Department  has  spent  many  hours  working  and  training  with  New  Hampshire 
Yankee,  our  siren  warning  system  was  tested  in  December.  This  year  brought  the  beginning 
of  Enhanced-911,  and  should  be  in  place  sometime  in  1993.  Deputy  Peavey  has  spent  many 
hours  gathering  information  for  this  system.  Thanks  to  New  Hampshire  Yankee  our 
Department  entered  the  Computer  age.  One  computer  will  be  used  in  the  daily  operation 
of  the  Department,  and  the  other  will  be  in  our  dispatch  center.  Deputy  Spencer  has  spent 
many  hours  on  this  system,  drawing  maps  and  putting  in  the  locations  of  each  and  every 
home.  This  will  give  us  instant  information  for  all  emergences. 

Our  Ladder  Truck  was  tested  and  inspected  and  certified  for  another  year.  The 
compressor  in  the  Town  Hall  which  operates  our  whistle  had  to  be  replaced  at  a  cost  of 
$1,500.00.  We  purchased  a  smaller  compressor  to  save  on  the  cost  and  it  seems  to  be  working 
well.  The  Merrimac  Couplings  have  raised  and  donated  the  money  to  purchase  a  new  Washer 
and  Dryer  for  the  Department,  as  mandated  by  law. 

As  always  we  wish  to  thank  our  dedicated  Firefighters  for  another  year  of  hard  work 
and  training,  and  for  the  many  hours  they  give  to  the  Town  while  they  leave  their  homes 
and  family  to  serve  all  of  us.  Our  thanks  to  the  Merrimac  Couplings  who  always  supply 
the  final  touch  that  makes  our  Department  one  big  family,  their  dedication  to  raise  money 
and  to  tend  to  the  needs  of  our  Firefighters  on  a  cold  Winter’s  night  or  a  hot  Summer  day. 
“They  arc  always  there”.  “THANKS  TO  ALL  OF  YOU.” 

To  our  surrounding  Communities  who  join  us  in  Mutual  Aid,  we  say  Thanks  for  such 
fine  service  when  it  is  needed.  To  the  Citizens  of  this  Town  who  support  us  in  so  many 
ways,  and  to  those  who  send  so  many  cards  and  letters  showing  their  appreciation,  they 
give  us  all  a  much  needed  lift  and  they  are  very  much  appreciated.

For  the  first  time,  since  fiscal 
year  billing  was  instituted,  the  Board  of  Assessors  was  unable  to  get  the  final  bill  mailed 
by  April  1,  1992  for  payment  on  May  1,  1992.  This  was  a  very  frustrating  situation  for 
everyone.  There  were  a  number  of  factors  involved:  The  Board  was  trying  to  bring  the 
new  computer  system  on  line  and  at  the  same  time  complete  a  recertification  of  values 
for  the  Department  of  Revenue.  We  also  lost  time  due  to  illness  and  having  to  train  a  new  clerk. 

Due  to  the  delays,  the  town  had  cash  flow  problems,  which  forced  the  Treasurer  to 
borrow  monies  she  would  not  normally  have  to. 

The  bills  were  finally  mailed  September  30,  1992,  six  months  late. 

Due  to  the  late  mailing  of  Fiscal  1992  bills,  the  first  two  quarters  estimated  tax  bill 
for  Fiscal  1993  were  not  mailed  until  December  4,  1992. 

Thanks  to  the  cooperation  and  understanding  of  the  taxpayers,  the  cash  flow  problems 
were  not  as  bad  as  they  could  have  been. 

The  final  bill  for  Fiscal  1993  were  mailed  out  on  time.

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MERRIMAC  RECYCLING  COMMITTEE  1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Merrimac’s  recycling  program  began  in  April  1992.  Recycling  was  held  on  the  2nd 
and  4th  Saturdays  of  each  month  at  the  town  landfill  on  Battis  Road.  In  1992,  the  recycling 
program  collected  a  limited  number  of  materials,  including:  metal  cans,  newspaper,  and 
aluminum  cans.  Special  collection  days  were  also  held  for  tires  and  leaves. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May  1992,  voters  approved  a  mandatory  recycling 
by-law.  The  local  ordinance  parallels  the  state  mandated  “waste  bans”  which  restrict  the 
type  of  trash  that  can  be  thrown  into  our  landfill.  As  of  December  1992,  town  residents 
must  separate  from  their  solid  waste  and  recycle  the  following  materials:  metal  and  glass 
containers,  recyclable  aluminum,  auto  batteries,  white  goods,  tires,  leaves,  and  other  yard 
waste.  In  December  1994,  plastics  and  recyclable  paper  will  also  be  banned  from  our  landfill. 

In  addition  to  improving  our  environment,  the  goal  of  Merrimac’s  recycling  program 
is  to  assist  the  Town  in  complying  with  the  state  waste  bans.  Public  education  is  critical 
to  achieving  this  goal.  As  part  of  its  public  outreach,  the  committee  makes  a  special  effort 
to  target  school-aged  children.  In  1992,  the  recycling  committee  co-sponsored  a  poster  contest, 
“Merrimac’s  Pollution  Solution”,  for  elementary  school  grades  one  through  six;  made  a 
presentation  to  the  Pentucket  Ecology  Club  on  Merrimac’s  recycling  efforts;  and  encouraged 
youth  organizations  to  volunteer  at  the  recycling  center. 

It  is  also  our  intent  to  make  the  recycling  program  self-supporting.  Since  its  inception 
in  April  1992,  the  recycling  program  has  brought  in  $1,431  in  revenues  and  incurred  $445 
in  expenses.  The  committee  thanks  town  residents  for  their  generous  donation  of  deposit 
cans  and  bottles,  which  are  helping  to  expand  the  recycling  program. 

In  October,  Merrimac  was  awarded  two  40  cubic  yard  roll-off  containers,  valued  at 
$7300,  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Environmental  Protection.  The  arrival  of  these 
containers  in  January  1993  will  be  a  major  boost  to  the  recycling  program,  allowing  additional 
materials  to  be  collected. 

In  1993,  the  recycling  program  will  expand  to  include  clear,  green  and  brown  glass, 
mixed  paper,  Christmas  trees,  auto  batteries,  and  white  goods  (for  example,  refrigerators, 
stoves).  The  recycling  committee  is  also  pleased  to  announce  that  in  early  1993,  the  recycling 
center  will  relocate  to  its  new  site  on  Mill  Street.  With  the  expansion  of  the  recycling  program 
and  its  new  location,  we  expect  a  dramatic  increase  in  resident  participation  and  the  volume 
of  recyclables  diverted  from  our  landfill  in  1993! 

Merrimac’s  recycling  program  is  run  by  volunteers  with  strong  support  and 
encouragement  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  are  grateful  to  everyone  who  has  generously 
volunteered  their  time  and  supported  our  efforts  in  1992!

To:  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Citizens  of  Merrimac 

The  Playground  Commission  holds  monthly  meetings,  from  March  through  September, 
at  the  Playground  building  on  Locust  Street.  Times  and  dates  are  posted  month  to  month 
at  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office. 

In  1992  the  Playground  Commission  was  under  severe  financial  constraints  with  a 
budget  reduction  of  $10,389  from  the  previous  year.  The  Playground  operated  on  a  total 
budget  of  $16,200.  The  Commission’s  primary  function  was  to  maintain  the  ballfields  at 
Locust  Street,  the  soccer  field  at  Town  Forest  Road,  the  beach  at  Indian  Head  Park  and 
the  park  on  River  Road.  In  addition  to  maintenance,  the  Commission  operated  a  supervised 
play  program  for  six  weeks  in  the  summer.  This  program,  while  reduced  from  past  years, 
continued  to  service  over  200  children  from  the  town  of  Merrimac.  This  program  is  intended 
to  offer  recreation  to  all  of  the  children  of  the  town  and  our  counseling  staff  should  be 
commended  for  the  fine  program  they  put  into  place.  However,  fiscal  limitations  have  led 
to  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  hours  this  program  is  offered  and  certain  aspects  of  the 
program  have  been  eliminated. 

The  Commission  is  highly  dependent  upon  and  extremely  grateful  to  the  volunteers 
who  assist  in  maintaining  the  recreational  programs  in  the  town.  Without  these  individuals 
and  organizations  it  is  likely  many  programs  would  be  eliminated.  We  take  the  time  to 
mention  a  few,  realizing  that  there  are  many  others  who  also  deserve  the  gratitude  of  the 
townspeople.  The  Friends  of  the  Merrimac  Playground  have  been  an  energetic  force  and 
needed  voice  in  advocating  for  the  needs  of  the  young  people  of  Merrimac.  This  is  especially 
true  for  their  efforts  toward  developing  desperately  needed  fields  at  Carraigetown  Park. 
This  project  needs  and  deserves  your  support.  The  various  league  organizations  who  have 
contributed  time  towards  maintaining  the  fields  and  who  are  also  being  asked  to  take  on 
additional  financial  commitments.  The  various  businesses  in  town  who  help  to  sponsor 
our  teams.  A  thank  you  to  LAYCO,  who  continue  to  provide  no  cost  and  low  cost  assistance 
and  equipment  for  our  needs.  The  LIONS  Club  who  have  consistently  supported  the 
supervised  play  program,  without  this  help  it  would  be  impossible  to  maintain  this  program. 
Again  our  gratitude  is  extended  to  all  of  you  who  have  generously  contributed  time  and 
resources  to  help  our  youth  program  survive  these  difficult  times. 

A  special  thank  you  is  extended  to  the  Highway  Department  for  their  continuing 
assistance.  Their  help  solves  many  logistical  problems  for  our  department  and  most 
importantly  helps  to  improve  our  cost  efficiency  and  saves  taxpayer  dollars. 

We  remain  committed  to  maintaining  and  improving  recreational  services  and  programs 
offered  to  our  citizens.  It  is  our  belief  that  such  services  are  a  vital  and  needed  aspect 
of  community  life  and  help  to  make  Merrimac  a  desirable  place  to  live.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the 

MERRIMAC  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

for  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1992 

The  trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  present  herein  their  117th  annual 
report  to  the  town  of  Merrimac. 

First,  we  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  damage  to  the  library  roof  caused 
by  Hurricane  “Bob”  (August  1991)  was  completely  repaired  during  February  and 
March.  The  specially  ordered  tile  from  the  original  Chicago  manufacturer  arrived 
late.  A.W.  Therrien,  of  Manchester,  N.H.,  completed  the  installation.  As  indicated 
last  year,  extra  tile  was  ordered  so  as  to  have  enough  for  repairs  well  into  the 
future.  All  of  these  expenses,  except  for  the  deductible,  were  met  by  insurance. 

Computer  resources  for  reference  and  research  were  upgraded  with  state  grant 
monies  during  the  year.  In  April,  we  purchased  a  CD-ROM  file  of  magazine  article 
summaries.  The  list  includes  over  390  publications  dating  back  to  1984.  We  are 
now  equipped  to  place  article  requests  to  Andover  and  Boston  Public  Libraries 
and  receive  a  full  FAXed  copy  of  the  article  within  six  working  days.  This 
improvement  has  been  very  well  received  by  our  patrons.  Also  added,  in  October, 
were  computer  versions  of  National  Geographic  Mammals  and  Grolier’s 
Encyclopedia  in  the  Children’s  Room. 

The  Merrimac  Public  Library  continues  to  work  cooperatively  with  the  local 
schools.  From  April  to  June,  first  and  third  grade  classes  visited  the  library  every 
two  weeks.  In  September,  instructional  lessons  on  how  to  use  the  library  were 
provided  for  sixth  grade  classes.  A  computer  catalog  program  was  donated  to  the 
school  libraries  as  well  as  an  oak  card  catalog  cabinet.  Our  librarian  also  provided 
valuable  assistance  to  the  part-time  school  librarian  for  the  Donaghue  and  Sweetsir 
schools. 

In  June,  the  Center  for  Independent  Living  conducted  a  complete  survey  of 
the  library  facilities  as  a  first  step  towards  compliance  with  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act.  The  trustees  will  work  in  concert  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  address  the  necessary  issues. 

There  were  several  staff  changes  during  the  year.  We  were  greatly  disappointed, 
in  July,  to  lose  the  services  of  our  Children’s  Librarian  of  several  years,  Marsha 
Erkson.  For  an  interim  period  the  job  was  covered  by  Rebecca  Riecks.  In  September, 
the  position  was  permanently  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Cathy  Fowler.  We  were 
also  fortunate  to  have  secured  the  services  of  Rick  LeBlanc  as  an  intern  from 
Northern  Essex  Community  College’s  Cooperative  Education  Program.  Based, 
in  part,  on  his  volunteer  status,  we  have  been  able  to  keep  the  library  open  two 
more  hours  per  week  on  Thursday  evenings. 

Again,  we  wish  to  sincerely  thank  the  Friends  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library 
for  their  invaluable  support  with  fund  raisers,  programs,  and  extra  services.  We 
also  wish  to  thank  the  patrons  for  their  support  and  interest.

The  thing  that  most  characterized  the  Merrimac  Council  on  Aging’s  1992  fiscal  year 
has  been  the  cooperative  efforts  of  Elder  Services  of  the  Merrimac  Valley,  the  Friends  of 
the  Council  and  a  dedicated  core  of  volunteers  to  meet  a  crisis  situation.  The  M.CO.A. 
took  a  29%  cut  in  municipal  support  (cutting  our  municipal  appropriation  from  $23,976 
to  $16,958).  We  applied  for  a  Small  Cities  Grant  but  were  not  accepted.  After  explaining 
the  ramifications  of  the  cut  at  the  May  1991  town  meeting,  we  saw  an  increase  of  6  volunteers 
who  helped  with  phoning  and  clerical  needs. 

Through  the  efforts  of  volunteers  we  were  better  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  seniors. 
We  more  than  doubled  positions,  increasing  the  number  from  85  to  179.  In  October,  Elder 
Services  placed  a  senior  aid  in  the  senior  center  to  fill  outreach  and  clerical  responsibilities. 

We  also  publicized  our  equipment  needs  and  received  a  used  computer  from  G.C.A. 
Corp.  and  Nick  Fiorello;  a  printer  from  Pilgrim  Congregational  Church;  a  good-condition 
refrigerator  from  Evalyn  Whelan;  and  a  new  kitchen  stove  from  the  Merrimac  Lions  Club. 
In  addition,  the  Friends  of  the  Council  doubled  the  monthly  expense  money  they  donated 
to  the  senior  center  and  the  Friends  and  the  C.O.A.  have  committed  to  fund  raising  together 
and  purchasing  a  new  heating  system  this  year. 

We  also  established  two  new  programs  this  year,  the  Friendly  Visitor  program  and 
Share,  a  food  distribution  program.  Both  of  these  programs  are  highly  dependent  on  the 
efforts  of  the  volunteers. 

The  CO.A.  became  the  host  agency  for  SHARE  (Self-Help  And  Resource  Exchange) 
in  February,  1992.  Volunteers  worked  for  a  total  of  208  hours  (a  $1,392  value)  in  5  months. 
For  $13  and  2  hours  of  community  service  time,  a  participant  will  receive  $25.  worth  of 
food.  This  is  available  to  all  people  in  the  town,  regardless  of  age  or  income  (anyone  who 
eats!). 

The  CO.A.  has  continued  to  provide  the  elder  community  with  information  and  referral 
services  as  well  as  activities,  client  advocacies,  tax,  legal  and  medical  assistance  (blood 
pressure  clinics,  hearing  aid  repair  and  testing,  flu  clinics)  outreach  programs,  and 
development  of  new  services. 

Northern  Essex  Elder  Transport  program  (N.E.E.T.)  provided  657  round-trip  rides  to 
seniors  to  go  shopping,  banking,  the  doctor,  dentist,  post  office,  and  hospitals  this  year. 
This  program  recruits  volunteer  drivers  (who  are  on  file  in  the  CO.A.  office)  to  take  them 
wherever  they  want  to  go. 

The  CO.A.  helps  distribute  surplus  food  commodities  to  over  117  elders  and  other 
residents,  for  a  total  of  442  in  Merrimac  helping  to  provide  supplemental  food. 

The  total  volunteer  hours  for  Fiscal  year  1992  were  3,626.25  (an  increase  of  1,149  volunteer 
hours  from  1991)  for  a  value  of  $28£27  (an  increase  of  $8,983). 

The  number  of  meals  served  through  Merrimac  Valley  Nutrition  Program  (Meals  on 
Wheels)  was  5,286  at  a  value  of  $18,501. 

Special  thanks  to  the  5th  and  6th  grade  students  of  Donaghe  School  who  delivered 
the  “Green  Books”  (printed  by  Elder  Services  of  Merrimac  Valley)  to  500  residents  of 
Merrimac.  This  saved  the  CO.A.  the  cost  of  postage. 

The  Merrimac  Council  On  Aging  would  like  to  thank  all  who  have  supported  us  in 
our  fundraisers  and  activities.

In  1992  the  Board  accomplished  three  basic  goals  for  a  town  board:  it  has  constant 
effort  from  each  member,  and  from  those  who  work  so  many  hours  between  meetings  to 
support  the  Board,  it  completed  all  the  business  which  came  before  it  in  a  professional 
manner,  and  it  took  steps  to  improve  itself  by  working  with  other  town  and  regional  bodies. 
Our  thanks  and  recognition  to  Susan  Clark,  who  prepares  the  notices,  minutes,  and  agendas 
in  a  timely  and  legal  manner,  Art  Deuplisea  and  Robert  Sinibaldi,  the  former  and  current 
Building  Inspector,  who  review  all  plans  for  construction  and  repair  work  and  look  for 
those  which  require  Board  review.  Pat  True,  the  Town  Clerk,  who  has  been  invaluable  in 
guiding  people  through  the  necessary  forms,  and  in  referring  those  with  questions  to  the 
Board  for  prompt  answers,  and  Joyce  E.  Clohecy,  Assessor’s  Clerk,  who  must  identify  all 
legal  abutters  before  public  hearing  notices  can  be  prepared. 

As  always  we  have  received  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Barbara  Arbour,  the  Finance  Committee,  Ashod  Amirian,  the  town  counsel,  and  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Conservation  Commission,  two  town  boards  which  share  reponsibility 
for  land  use  issues.  Town  Accountant,  David  Hitchcock,  has  been  most  helpful  by  informing 
the  Board  monthly  of  its  cashflow. 

Seven  petitions  were  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  this  year  for  Board  action.  Several 
other  requests  were  resolved  without  the  need  for  public  hearings.  Fees  generated  in  1992 
were  $750.00.  Funds  expended  during  calendar  year  1992  were  $1498.18. 

Special  permits  were  granted  to  allow  the  operation  of  two  separate  businesses,  auto 
top/coach  and  carriage  business  and  auto  service  and  repair  business  out  of  the  same  building, 
an  educational  business  that  provides  outdoor  trips  and  self-confidence/team  building 
programs,  and  a  veterinary  hospital/dog  kennel.  No  special  permits  were  denied. 

Homeowners  granted  variances  of  setback  requirements  were:  to  allow  the  subdivision 
of  a  lot  into  two  individual  lots  and  to  increase  the  foundation  footprint  of  an  existing  structure. 
A  homeowner  was  denied  a  variance  to  add  a  garage  that  encroaches  on  the  sideline  setback. 
One  homeowner  was  allowed  to  withdraw. 

Finally  the  Board  has  worked  closely  with  town  counsel  to  review  and  resolve  legal 
questions.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

The  Merrimac  Housing  Authority  continued  to  serve  the  town  during  1992  with  4 
separate  housing  programs.  Each  program  assists  a  different  population  in  need  of  decent, 
safe  and  sanitary  housing.  Currently,  we  serve  elderly,  handicapped  and  low  income  families 
through  both  public  housing  developments,  and  leased  housing  programs. 

The  housing  authority  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicize  its  need  for 
elderly  housing  applicants.  During  this  past  year  we  have  been  in  the  unusual  position 
of  having  to  continually  search  qualified  applicants  to  fill  our  vacanices  at  Merri  Village. 
As  part  of  a  measure  to  increase  our  applicant  base,  all  residents  should  be  aware  that 
we  have  raised  the  Asset  Limit  requirement,  to  hopefully  encourage  more  people  to  apply. 
The  Asset  limits  are  now  set  at: 

1  person  -  $25,000 

2  or  more  persons  -  $30,000  or  1.5  times  your  net  income,  whichever  is  greater. 
You  may  now  have  up  to  these  amounts  in  assets,  and  still  qualify  for  housing.  We  encourage 
anyone  who  is  62  years  of  age  or  older,  or  handicapped,  to  apply  for  Merri  Village. 

As  a  means  of  improving  our  maintenance  service  to  all  of  our  residents,  we  were 
able  to  secure  additional  funding  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development 
to  provide  us  with  the  resources  to  fund  additional  maintenance  hours,  and  purchase  new 
equipment.  Beginning  Jan.  1,  1993  we  are  now  able  to  provide  consistent  maintenance 
manpower,  to  handle  overtime  or  emergency  calls.  In  addition,  we  were  able  to  purchase 
a  new  snow-blower  and  lawn  tractor  to  assist  us  in  better  maintaining  the  grounds  at  Merri 
Village. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Assessors, 
the  Town  Clerk,  and  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  in  the  town  of  Merrimac  for  their 
assistance.  Your  support  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year  has  greatly  contributed  to 
our  operation.

Unfortunately,  due  to  state  budget  cuts  in  the  707  Rental  Assistance  Program,  Merrimac, 
like  many  other  housing  authorities  saw  a  decline  in  its  already  small  program.  For  most 
of  1992  we  were  able  to  subsidize  5  families  on  the  707  Program.  However,  commencing 
Nov.  1,  1992  sweeping  changes  in  the  program  resulted  in  the  MHA  only  being  able  to 
retain  1  unit.  The  Chapter  707  program  has  since  been  eliminated  and  replaced  with  the 
MRVP  program.  There  is  also  some  question  as  to  whether  or  not  this  program  will  continue 
to  be  founded  in  the  1994  fiscal  year  State  budget.

Health  Inspector  Hoyt  oversaw  the  installation  of  18  new  septic  systems,  repair  of  5 
existing  systems  and  installation  of  9  water  wells. 

Town  Nurse  Stefanian  conducted  91  blood  pressure  screening  clinics,  made  35  home 
visits  for  skilled  nursing  care  and  conducted  9  immunization  clinics.  She  also  represented 
the  Board  at  a  rabies  clinic. 

During  1992,  Animal  Control  Officer  Bonnie  Buckley  supervised  the  quarantine  of 
20  animals  involved  in  biting  incidents.  The  Board  of  Health  wishes  to  remind  residents 
that  beginning  in  February,  1993  all  dogs  and  cats  must  be  vaccinated  against  rabies.  As 
part  of  the  effort  to  halt  the  spread  of  animal  rabies  into  New  England,  a  minimum  ten 
day  quarantine  will  be  strictly  enforced  in  all  cases  of  cat  or  dog  bites.  Residents  are 
encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  low  cost  rabies  clinics  offered  each  year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 


There  are  few  triumphs  to  report  when  it  comes  to  local  conservation  efforts  these 
days,  and  Merrimac  is  no  different. 

This  Conservation  Commission,  an  all-volunteer  group,  operates  on  a  town  budget 
of  zero  dollars,  having  received  no  funding  for  the  last  three  years.  A  modest  sum  of  money 
is  received  from  homeowner  and  developer  applicants  which  is  shared  with  the  state  each 
time  a  Notice  of  Intent  for  a  construction  project  is  received,  but  this  source  has  been 
threatened  by  a  suit  against  the  state  by  a  group  of  developers  who  contend  it  to  be  unlawful. 

So  much  needs  to  be  done.  Last  year  at  this  time  we  thought  aerial  or  satellite  photos 
depicting  the  extent  of  our  raw  wetlands  was  our  number  one  priority  whenever  funds  could 
be  found,  but  now  protection  of  our  groundwater  and  underground  public  water  supply 
seems  at  the  top  of  the  list.  Fortunately,  the  cost  of  protecting  this  long-term  resource  would 
be  little  intitially  —  man-hour  consulting  time  with  a  commitment  to  educating  our  residents, 
passing  ordinances  and,  finally,  upholding  them  with  regulations.  It  would  give  new  meaning 
to  zoning  for  a  large  part  of  our  nine-square  mile  township. 

Meanwhile,  the  Commission’s  time  is  spent  mostly  running  down  resident  protests 
of  observed  non-permitted  projects  in  progress  where  there  is  apprehension  of  longer  term 
repercussions.  Otherwise,  there  is  the  on-going  slate  of  new  project  proposals  which  have 
to  be  heard  at  open  meeting  and  orders  issued  relative  to  their  special  conditions.  Follow¬ 
up  of  the  related  construction  work  may  or  may  not  be  fully  pursued,  depending  on  the 
time  of  our  volunteer  commissioners.

The  Merrimac  Arts  Council  is  a  volunteer  organization  whose  purpose  is  to  act  as 
a  local  panel  review  for  citizens  who  wish  to  apply  to  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council 
for  arts/humanities  grants  which  are  funded  by  State  lottery  money. 

The  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  (MCC),  whose  budget  is  recommended  by  the 
Governor  and  finalized  by  the  legislature,  distributes  a  portion  of  its  money  annually  to 
all  State  municipalities  based  on  a  formula  that  takes  into  account  population  and  equalized 
property  value.  The  money  is  distributed  solely  “to  promote  excellence,  access,  education 
and  diversity  in  the  arts,  humanities,  and  sciences...” 

Local  applications  for  the  sponsoring  of  appropriate  projects  are  submitted  to  the 
Merrimac  Arts  Council  which  reviews  them  and  forwards  them  to  the  MCC  with  their 
recommendation  for  or  against  approval. 

In  1992  the  Arts  Council  funded,  totally  or  in  part,  8  projects  for  the  benefit  of  Merrimac 
residents,  distributing  $2,000.  The  projects  included  professional  theater  and  musical 
performances  for  children/students  and  adults;  Library  passes  for  the  Boston  Museum  of 
Science;  a  workshop  on  jazz  history;  and  the  production  of  a  logo  banner  for  the  Historical 
Museum.  Anyone  wishing  to  apply  to  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  for  financial 
support  of  their  arts-related  project,  or  anyone  interested  in  serving  on  The  Merrimac  Arts 
Council  should  contact  any  of  the  members  below  for  more  information.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  for  the  Calendar 
year  1992: 

1.  The  plant  process  water  system  was  put  into  operation.  It  recirculates  and  filters  effluent 
to  supply  wash  and  rinse  water  for  equipment  and  the  aeration  ditches.  During  the  first 
year  of  operation,  this  system  has  reduced  the  wastewater  treatment  plant’s  use  of  town 
well  water  by  3  million  gallons. 

2.  The  Town  of  Merrimac  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  was  awarded  the  “1990  -  1991 
Operation  and  Maintenance  Excellence  Award”  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection.  This  award  recognized  Merrimac’s  Plant  as  best  in  the  state  for 
plants  of  less  than  one  million  gallons  per  day  capacity.

3.  The  April  1,  1992  sewer  billing  was  made  at  a  50%  reduced  rate.  Under  Federal  Law 
User  Fees  collected  must  be  in  line  with  operating  costs,  and  the  change  to  quarterly  billing 
required  this  one-time  adjustment. 

4.  This  year  17  houses  were  connected  to  the  system. 

5.  79.05  million  gallons  of  raw  sewage  were  processed  during  the  year,  427.4  wet  tons  of 
sludge  were  disposed  of.  Normal  operations  of  the  plant  continued,  the  quality  of  the  effluent 
exceeded  the  requirements  of  the  Town’s  Discharge  Permit;  93.45%  of  solids  were  extracted 
from  the  sewage,  the  requirement  is  85%. 

6.  The  staff  of  the  Department  was  increased  by  an  additional  half-time  staff  member.

ANNUAL  REPORT  FISCAL  YEAR  1992 


School  Year  1992-1993  continues  to  be  one  of  positive  change  for  the  Pentucket  Regional 
School  District.  The  Middle  School  continues  to  develop  under  the  guidance  of  Principal 
Stephen  Welford.  To  the  advantage  of  our  students,  the  progress  report  is  excellent.  The 
High  School,  under  the  direction  of  Principal  Michael  McLaughlin,  ably  assisted  by  Assistant 
Principal  Frank  Orlando,  is  maintaining  programs  and  options  for  all  students. 

With  an  appropriated  budget  of  $5,718,721,  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  and  expand 
programs  and  options  at  all  levels,  for  our  students.  Our  student  breakdown  this  year  is 
356  Groveland  students;  261  West  Newbury  students  and  360  Merrimac  students.  We  were 
fortunate  this  year  in  receiving  supplemental  funding  from  the  state  consisting  of  $180,000 
in  payment  for  45  choice  students;  $97j000  in  a  state  Per  Pupil  Grant  and  an  Equal  Educational 
Opportunity  Grant  of  $35,000.  These  monies  were  treated  outside  the  budget  because  of 
the  uncertainty  of  continued  eligibility  and/or  funding  by  the  state. 

As  Superintendent  Dembowski  closes  his  second  year  at  Pentucket,  he  continues  to 
garner  high  marks  for  his  superior  performance  in  leading  the  district.  He  is  a  tireless, 
adamant  advocate  for  education,  our  students,  and  our  communities.  His  work  with  students 
interested  in  drama  deserves  special  kudos. 

The  Pentucket  Building  Project,  approved  by  the  towns  in  1989,  has  finally  been  approved 
by  the  State.  The  Building  Committee,  headed  by  Edward  Hardy  of  West  Newbury,  is 
diligently  working  on  the  final  details  to  allow  the  ground  breaking  for  this  long  awaited, 
and  desperately  needed  project,  The  physical  plant  will  get  the  additions,  improvements 
and  renovations  sorely  needed,  but  neglected  for  many  years. 

This  year,  however,  was  not  without  adversity.  It  is  with  sadness  that  we  note  the  tragic 
death  of  one  of  our  students,  Beth  Brodie.  The  administration,  faculty  and  staff  responded 
appropriately  and  admirably.  They  are  to  be  commended  for  their  compassion  and  quick 
response  in  arranging  for  help  for  their  students.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  high  caliber 
of  professionals  in  both  buildings  who  worked  together  in  an  extremely  well  coordinated  effort. 

The  1993-1994  school  year  may  have  a  very  different  face.  The  great  need  at  the  state 
and  national  levels  of  government  to  “improve”  education  bears  careful  watching.  We  will 
have  to  implement,  and  perhaps  fund,  whatever  changes  the  state  mandates. 

With  the  quality  of  leadership  and  the  continued  support  from  our  communities,  we 
look  forward  to  expanding  and  updating  the  opportunities  for  all  students  at  Pentucket.

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MERRIMAC  SCHOOL  ANNUAL  REPORT 
TO  THE  TOWN  OF  MERRIMAC 


Merrimac  should  be  very  proud  of  the  many  dedicated  teachers,  administrators,  support 
staff,  parents  and  community  volunteers  who  have  worked  so  diligently  to  promote  educational 
excellence  and  positive  growth  within  our  schools  and  community. 

As  School  Committee  members  worked  on  policies,  members  of  the  staff  have  made 
a  dedicated  effort  to  upgrade  the  district’s  curriculum  areas  and  serve  on  the  district-wide 
curriculum  leadership  council.  The  curriculum  areas  being  reviewed  and  updated  are 
mathematics,  science,  and  technology. 

This  school  year  the  Donaghue  School  Building  Project  received  official  notification 
from  the  School  Building  Assistance  Bureau  (SBAB)  that  our  project  was  approved.  A 
new  building  committee  was  formed  and  plans  are  being  finalized  for  groundbreaking, 
scheduled  for  June  1,  1993.  There  is  a  possibility  that  the  Sweetsir  School  Project  will 
be  funded  along  with  the  Donaghue,  but  notification  will  not  be  known  until  the  State 
Budget  is  approved. 

This  school  year  the  school  department  received  $54,000  additional  money  from  the 
state  in  the  summer  of  1992  and  the  town  received  $86,000  from  emergency  funding.  The 
$54,000  allowed  us  to  restore  to  full  time,  positions  that  had  previously  been  reduced  to 
half  time  (Art,  Music,  Physical  Education).  We  were  unable  to  restore  to  full  time 
Reading/Librarian,  Gifted  and  Talented  Program,  Special  Educational  Teacher  and  School 
Secretary.  The  Friends  of  the  Merrimac  Schools  allocated  money  in  September,  1992,  to 
fund  a  part-time  Library  Coordinator. 

Presently  over  120  people  volunteer  in  our  schools  on  a  regular  basis.  The  volunteers 
are  involved  in  the  Read  Aloud  Program,  Computer  Clubs,  Classroom  &  Library  Assistance, 
and  a  variety  of  other  school  tasks. 

The  Merrimac  PTO  is  fortunate  to  have  Patricia  DeBenedetto,  who  has  served  for 
two  years  as  President.  Her  tireless  efforts  and  leadership  qualities  have  made  the  PTO 
extremely  successful.  The  PTO  Executive  Board  has  worked  diligently  promoting  many 
varied  fund  raisers  and  activities  for  the  children,  staff  and  town.  This  year  the  PTO  instituted 
an  ‘After  School  Exploration  Program”  which  offered  special  interest  courses  and  activities 
for  the  students  in  Grades  1  through  6. 

These  are  some  of  the  issues  before  the  School  Committee  in  1992-1993  and  1993-1994 
fiscal  years:  (1)  Regionalization,  including  Middle  School  concept  for  Grades  6,  7  and 
8;  (2)  nurses’,  teachers’,  AFSCME  and  Administrators’  contracts;  (3)  implementation  of 
School  Choice;  (4)  curriculum  review;  (5)  building  projects;  (6)  special  education  review 
and  improvement;  (7)  budget  preparation;  (8)  continued  cooperation  with  town  officials 
and  departments;  (9)  potential  public  library  and  school  library  co-op. 

The  School  Committee,  administrators  and  school  staff  appreciate  parental  and 
community  support  given  during  these  difficult  econmic  times.  We  contniue  to  seek  that 
support  as  we  address  the  ongoing  needs  of  the  children  in  the  Merrimac  schools.
